The extensive list of other activ- 
ities included outdoor yoga, a Spo- 
tify playlist, cornhole and corn 
chips, pet-a-puppy, spin, coloring 
station, donut and coffee with a 
cop and #National Popcorn Day. 

Relaxation rooms, which were 
available all week in the libraries 
at both the Fulton and Tupelo 
campuses, remain open. 

To enhance awareness, the 
David C. Cole Student Services 
Building on the Fulton Campus 
and the Academic and Student 
Center on the Tupelo Campus 
were lit green all week. 

“While we continue to navigate 
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unprecedented times in our world, 
we recognize that young adults are 
experiencing much higher levels of 
stress and are also reporting much 
higher rates of mental health chal- 
lenges in recent years,” said ICC 
President Dr. Jay Allen. 

“With a nationwide awareness 
of the challenges that students 
face, especially resulting from the 
COVID-19 pandemic, including 
social isolation and rapid transi- 
tion to remote learning, ICC is ac- 
tively working to accelerate 
student and employee assistance 
in mental health.

“The Reach Out campaign is 
providing direct access to re- 
sources that are designed to assist 
students with these challenges,” 
Allen said. 

“We appreciate the work of our 
faculty and staff to provide, many 
times, one-on-one support sys- 
tems for our students, not only 
through their encouragement but 
also just an opportunity for some- 
one to listen,” Allen said. “Also, we 
are extremely proud of our stu- 
dents to push forward and lean on 
each other when help is needed.”
